As noted below, you say that you narrowed the scope to mean all public records requests in writing via the 
University’s public records portal, or by electronic, first class, or certified mail to any RAO of the University 
of Massachusetts Amherst, or any electronic mail sent to another employee of the University who then 
forwarded it to the RAO on behalf of the requestor. That’s what I gave you in the report. Everything I was 
aware of at the time the report was run (attached). The report provides information about the nature of the 
requests which I thought might be helpful for you in deciding which ones might be of most interest. For 
example, police requests are most often for car insurance claims, or personal requests for police reports. 
Registrar requests are most often from former students or student rosters for solicitation purposes. Athletics 
requests most often focus on NCAA financial reports or coach contracts. Procurement requests are mostly 
for winning bids. The Other category captures everything else which I mostly handle. If you’d like to check 
a few out, let me know and I can get you the responses provided. If you are more interested in the volume, I 
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would suggest seeking our annual report to the legislature which tally’s everything up across the University 
System. Please let me know how you wish to proceed.
